morn appealing: figure would have to 
bo put on tho ticket for vice presi- 
dent In 1921.

The speed of travel 


or the temperature* of the oven can be instantly 
regulated by the touch 'of a button. 
The great 


tile ovens are, 105 feet long. 
Tho loaves enter at 


one end and are, very slowly conveyed, gradually 
becoming a richer brown, until 35 minutes later 
they emerge at the opposite, end perfectly baked. 
After tho bread is baked it travels through con- 
ditioning chambers where it is cooled nt a fixed 
rate of speed, then down chutes to automatic 
wrapping machines which wrap it In hcrmetlca.ly 
sealed waxed paper. Then it goes to the. delivery 
room from whence trucks distribute it to grocer- 
ies nnd delicatessen shops. 


The responsibility ot the. modern baker does 


not end when he delivers the bread. Although 
his bread today is -supposed to havo a greater 
keeping value than any bread yet made, Ihc baker 
allows his product to remain Ir^ tho stores only 
12 hours.
